King Vittorio Emanu ele made the change In the war leadership, the 
first major break on the Axis front and a possible prelu de to an Italian 
bid for peace. 
Badoglio ordered the army to take over the preservation of pu blic 
order throu ghou t the nation, forbade gatherings of more than three per­ 
sons, directed the people to remain at their work and empowered the 
troops to fire on any one who violated the Instru ctions. 
Hou r by hou r, developments In the situ ation which may hasten the 
end to the stru ggle Into which Mu ssolini plu nged Italy with the attack, 
as Germany's ally, u pon France, Ju ne 10, 1940, were broadcast by tbe 
Rome radio and recorded*by listening posts throu ghou t the world. 
Dispatches from both Switzerland and Sweden said Mu ssolini had 
been arrested. These were withou t confirmation from Axis qu arters. 
A reu ters report from Stockholm said officers seized the dictator 
while he was trying to escape from Italy to Germany.

Although ants are divided into 
only two families, roughly those 
with hard bodies and those that 
are soft, there 
are 
hundreds 
of 
species of each family. Any house­ 
wife has learned to k now what 
a nuisance some of them can be 
and how hard it is to get rid of 
them once they have learned that 
food of some k ind satisfactory to 
them has been discovered.

WASHINGTON It’s a two-ocean 
war, and both oceans are the scene 
of submarine warfare the like of 
which probably never dreamed of 
even by Jules Verne.
